Improvement of Work Education at all stages of 
school education has been the major concern of the 
NCERT One of the Important activities of the 
Department ofVocatlonallsatlon of Education (DVE) of 
the NIE has been the development and implementation 
of programmes and activities pertaining to the 
vocationallsatlon of Higher Secondary education The 
DVE Is also engaged in the task of upgrading the 
quality of work education in the country through Work 
Expei'ience programme as an integral part of general 
education 

Vocationallsatlon of Education at the Higher 
Secondary Stage 

The DVE undertook sever^ programmes and 
activities to facilitate effective implementation of the 
centrally sponsored scheme of Vdcatlonallsation of 
Secondary Education These programmes were 
Implemented In collaboration with different agencies 
Including professional, private, voluntary and training 
institutions Involved In the tasks related to 
vocationallsatlon of education Development of 
curriculum, Instructional materials, guidelines, 
training of vocational teacher educators, co-ordlnators 
and other personnel engaged in the implementation of 
vocational education programmes at the +2 stage, 
organisation of extension and dlssenunatlon activities 
related to vocationallsatlon of education In collaboration 
with Statc/Unlon Territory level agencies and 
msUtullons, studies related to implementation of 
cenirallv sponsored scheme, organising national level 


seminars and meetings in order to Imtlate pre-service 
vocational teacher training, and formulation and 
implementation of vocationallsatlon pnograinme at the 
Higher Secondary stage have been some of the major 
activities carried out by the DVE during the period 
under report 

Development of Curricula and Instructional Materials 

The DVE organised eight workshops for deve¬ 
lopment of instructional materials in the areas of 
Marketing, Horticulture, Sericulture, Inland-fisheries, 
Electrical Motor Repair and Maintenance, Electronics, 
and a Sample Question Paper on Stenotyplng during 
1990-91 

The Department also conducted two workshops 
to develop agro and rural based courses on (1) Agro 
Based Food Industries (Animal Based), (11) Agro Based 
Food Industries (Crop Based), (hi) Agro Based Food 
Industries (Feed Based), (Iv) Sheep and Goat Husbandry, 
(v) Post-Harvest Technology, (vl) Floriculture, 
Landscaping and Bee-Keeping, (vli) Medicinal and 
Aromatic Plant Industry, (vUl) Vegetable Seed 
Production, (be) Fish Seed Production, (x) Fishing 
Technology, (xl) Veterinary Pharmaclst-cum-Artiflclal 
Insemination Assistant, (xll) Rural Construction 
Technology, (xill) Repair and Maintenance of Power 
Driven Farm Machines 

In addition, the DVE conducted workshops for 
the development of competency based curriculum on 
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Kathak, Tabla and Hindi Stenography as also for 
revision and reorganisation ofHealth and Para-Medical

The Department also conducted a Quick- 
Appraisal of the Implementation of the centrally 
sponsored scheme of Vocationallsatlon of Secondary 
Education of the States of Onssa and Tamil Nadu 
during 1990-91 

The DVE brought out seven reports of the Quick

other ofllcials engaged in the Implementation of 
vocational education programme at the +2 stage, 
training of Slate officials in Management 
Information System of vocational education 
progiamme. organization of extension and 
dissemination activities related to vocationallzatlon 
of education in collaboration with States/UTs. 
studies related to implementation of Centrally 
Sponsored Scheme, organising national seminar 
lor collection ol information on vocationallzatlon

Development of Curricula, Instructional 
Materids and Publicity Materials 

The DVE conducted several workshops to develop 
Instructional materials, question banks and video 
scripts In the areas of Textile Design. Electronics. 
Environmental Education, Electrical Motors, Inland 
Fishery, Kathak, Hindi Stenography and 
Automobile Servicing and Maintenance; 
development of competency based curricula on 
Indian Music (Hindustani Music), Receptionist, 
Commercial Art and Plastic and Polymer 
Technology. 

The Department also developed popularisation 
folders for 32 courses Steps were also taken for 
revision and reorganbation of curricula in 10 areas 
In vocationallzatlon of education. The details of 
the Workshops conducted during 1991-92 for the 
developmenl of instructional materials are given 
in Table 5 4 

Orientation of Key Persons 

The Department organized a variety of orientation 
programmes on Vocationallzatlon of Higher 
Secondary Education for the key persons from 
Stales/UTs The main objective of these 
programmes was to acquaint the participants 
(Stale Level Offlclals/Reglonal Level Officials/ 
District Level Offlctals/Prlnctpals/Educatlon 
Officers) with diflereni aspects of vocationallzatlon 
of education Precisely the following orientation 
programmes were conducted. 

— Tliree General Orientation Programmes of 
Vocationallzatlon of Education — two at 
Patna and one at Trivandrum; 

— Two Orientation Programmes for 
Coordinators organizmg In-service training 
programmes for vocational teachers at 
Lucknow and Pune; 

— One short term training programme on 
Vocational Education for State level 
functionaries at NIE Campus, New Delhi 
in four phases with the participation of 
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eighteen olilclals'ln the first phase. The 
remaining three phases of the programme 
were devoted to the Management 
Information System of Vocatlonallzatlon of 
Higher Secondaiy Education with the 
participation of forty eight officials. The 
details of Orientation Programmes 
conducted by DVE arc given In Table B 4. 

Meetings and Semtnnrs 

The Council constituted a Panel on 
Vocatlonallzatlon of Education under the 
Chairmanship of ProfV C.Kulandalswamy, Vice- 
Chancellor. Indira Gandhi National Open 
University, with the membership of 15 eminent 
educationists. The DVE organized meetings of the 
panel for developing strategies for effective 
implementation of Vocatlonallzatlon of Education 
Programme during 1992-93 The Department also 
organized a National Review Seminar on 
Vocatlonallzatlon of Education with the 
participants of 45 officials from the States and the 
Union Territories. A significant activity of the DVE 
was to to analyse the Report of Ihe Review 
Committee on NPE-1986 and providing Inputs to 
the CABE Committee of NPE-1986 Details of the 
meetings and seminars etc. conducted by the DVE 
during 91-92 are given In Table 5.4. 

Work Experience Education 

The Department conducted a UNESCO Regional 
Workshop on Evaluation Revieiy on Improved 
Interaction between Education and Productive 
Work, at RCE. Mysore from 21 to 29 May 1991 
with participation of 25 natlonal/intemational 
delegates. 

The NCERT constituted a panel of Experts 
comprising 15 members to formulate programmes 
of Work Experience at the school stage for 
character building and Inculcation of values and 
on community services. The DVE organized a 
meeting of the panel on Work Experience 

The DVE conducted three Orientation 


Programmes for key persons in Work Experience, 
two at Kumaihagh (Bihar) and one at Rahra (West 
Bengal), with the participation of 160 teachers/ 
experts/offlclals 

The Department also organized a training 
course for Work Experience Teachers in schools 
working in collaboration with voluntary 
organizations at SRI. Ranchi with the participation 
of 36 teachers/fleld workers 

A National Review Seminar In Work Experience 
was organized at Mltra Nlkctan, Vcllanad 
fTiivandrum) with the participation of 26 officials 
from States/UTs/ Voluntary organizations. The 
details of the programmes arc given in Table 5 4 

Consultancy Services 

The National Policy on Education (1986) and the 
Centrally Sponsored Scheme on Vocatlonallzatlon 
of Education visualised NCERT to function as a 
nodal agency for disseminating Information about 
vocational education to agencies involved with the 
Scheme of Vocatlonallzatlon of Education The 
faculty of the DVE actively participated in various 
natlonal/lnterailonal nieellngs/semln.'irs, study 
visits and provided consultancy services lo support 
the Scheme of Vocatlonalizalion of Education 

Expertise available with the Department is 
often made use of by organizations like Central 
Board of Secondaiy Education (CBSE), National 
Open School (NOS). Kendriya Vidyalayas, Navodaya 
Vidyalayas, University Grants Commission (UGC), 
Indira Gandhi National Open University (IGNOU). 

In various 
programmes aimed at strengthening 
Vocatlonaliz.ation of Education and Work 
Experience Education in the country 

The DVE extended assistance lo (he MHRD In 
evaluating the proposals submitted by the States/ 
UTs and voluntary organizations for financial 
assistance under the Centrally Sponsored Scheme 
of Vocatlonallzatlon of Secondary Education and 
participated In the Grant-in-Ald Committee 
meetings. “Fhe Department has consultations with 
the Director of Vocational Education. Karnataka; 
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Commissioner. Public Instruction, Karnataka, the 
Director of Vocational Education, Kerala and the 
Minister of HRD, Bihar for planning the vocational 
education programme In the States. It also 
collaborated with the Ministry of Railways and 
CBSE In development of textbooks on Railway 
Commercial Course. 

Evaluation Studies 

The DVE has been undertaking on-the-spot

Establishment of the Central Institute of 
Vocational Education 

In pursuance of the decision of the Executive Committee 
of the NCERT in the meehng held on 12 February 1992, 
to establish a Central Institute of Vocational Education 
(GIVE) under the aegis of the NCERT, the erstwhile 
Department of Vocationalization of Education (DVE) was 
transformed into Pandit Sunderlal Sharma Central 
Institute of Vocational Education (PSSCIVE) The 
Institute was operationalised with effect from 5 July 1993 
at Bhopal as a nahonal apex research and development 
institution in the field of Vocational Education. The 
PSSCIVE will have^'six academic divisions.

Improvement of Work education at all stages 
of school education has been a major eon- 
cern of the NCERT. Pandit Sunderlal Sharma 
Central Institute of Vocational Education 
(PSSCrVE), Bhopal is the national apex re¬ 
search and development organisation m the 
field of Vocational Education It is also one oi 
the centres of international projeet on Tech¬ 
nical and Vocational Education (UNEVOC) 
which is administered by the UNESCO The 
aim of PSSerVE is to provide R and D and 
technical support to a variety of vocabonal 
education programmes The important func¬ 
tions of the PSSerVE Include to advise and 
assist the MHRD, Government of India, State 
Governments and Union Terntory adminis¬ 
trations in the implementation of Vocational 
Education (VE) and Work Experience (WE) 
programmes to function as the technical wing 
ol the Joint Council of Vocational Education 
and the MHRD on all matters relating to VE 
and WE programmes, to promote, supervise 
and guide tlie establishment of comprehen¬ 
sive management system for vocationcd edu¬ 
cation at different levels, i.e natloneil, state, 
district and instltubonal, to funebon as over¬
